Srpanisn Guenstuas.—iu the Merquis of 
Londonde:ry’s interesting Narrative of the Pen- 
insular War, some curious instances are record: 
ed of the desperate daring of the Guerillas. Oue 
in particular, in which the governur of Ciudad 
Rodrigo was carried off and delivered to the 
British, ‘Ihe fate of General Pilenu was more 
tragical, and equally the result of fierce intre- 
pidity. His column of ten thousand men were 
marching on the frontiers of Portugal, along the 
bank of the Tayus. ‘Ihe road was in a very 
narrow plain, between the river and somemoun- 
tains. Five or six men preceded im the line; fil- 
ty or wy followed; then came the advanced 
guard; after which general Pileau, at the head 
of the main body: he was riding listless!Palong, 
perhaps forty yards, certainly not more, in ad- 
vance of the column. The road turned; and 
when his men came up, they found bim mortal- 
y wounded and stripped of his regimentals. A 
ew Guerillas had surprised, stabbed and strip: 
pedhim in a motnent. Pursuit was useless; and 
the coat he had worn was weed afterwards 
throughout the whole campaign by a Guerilla 
chief, who had been a physiciap, and was very 
much distinguished,

Cavern or Fossit Bowes tw Monavia.— 
A cavern of cousiderable size, and abounding in 
stalactites, has been discovered at two miles 
and a half from Olmutz, in Moravia, near Neus 
chloss, a hunting seat belonging to Prince Lich- 
tenstein. Numerous bones and horns of stags, 
and other animals, covered with stilactites, 
have been found here. The moet remarkable 
ase—l. A tibia of colossal size. 2. The head 
of an animal, the size of that of a sheep, having 
two horns bent back, and aout four inches dis 
tant from each other. They resemble those of 
a wild goat (Ibex,) and are entirely covered 
with stalactites. Among the other bones ere 
several shoulder-blades and hip bones, which 
seemed to have belonged to an animal the size 
of a horse. The best preserved specimens have 
been transmitted to Neus: |:loss.

CONFIRMATION OF PEACE. 

We are indebted to the editor of the Narton- 
at Gazettes, for the annexed extracts from a 
Livenroot. paper of the 9th ult. reesived by 
the Sylvanus Jenkins, at New York, and trans- 
mitted from the office of the New Youu Ga- 
zetT£. They communicate certain information 
of the conclusion of a Peace between Russia 
and Tuagey. That the armies of Russia, in 
sight of Constantinorie, and expecting no 
serious resistance should have been thus siop- 
ped in their progress, can only, it seems to us, 
be attributed to the existence of such engage- 
ments between the Emperor Nicnoras and his 
allies, as could not have been broken without an 
utter abandonment of all pretensions to good 
faih. The same supposition accounts for the 
indifference with which the victories of Die- 
sitscm and Pasxxvitcn have been viewed by 
those who called the battle of Navarnino an 
untoward event, and seem to be bent on deprte- 
ciating the character of Coparncton,

This refers 
principally to the t of indemnity claimed 
by Russia, which is said to be four millions ster- 
ling, of which the Turks are to pay as much as 
they can in money, and the rest in fortresses in 
Asia. The St. Petersburgh journals contain a 
long report of the operations in Asia up to the 
9th of August, from which it appears thet Gen. 
Paskewitech has met with some farther success- 
es. After a confict, in which the Turks are 
said to have lost 300 killed and 150 prisoners, 
including seven officers of rank, and the Rus- 
sans, including a Major-General and six privates 
killed, and four superior officers and sixty pri- 
vates wounded, took possession of Char and 
other villages, and also of the camp of Osman 
Pacha, who was completely routed. 

There are several accounts as to the nature of 
the conditions of peace insisted on by Russia. 
The following are given as the most authentic: 

** The Porte to pay to Russia for the expenses 
of the war, twenty-five, or as other accounts 
say, thirty millions of silver roubles, for which a 
period of twenty years is to be granted, during 
which the principalities and the fortress of Silis- 
trie, debt alain in the possession of the Rus- 
sans. 

**The payment in addition of the indemnity to 
Russian subjects, stipulated in the Convention of 
Ackerman, (all the articles of which the Porte 
again agrees to fulfil,) and whieh amount to 
forty eight millions of Turkish piastres. The 
said payment to be made in three instalments. 
After the payment of the first, the Russian arm 
to retire tu the Balkan; on that of the second, 
ever the Balkan and on that of the third, over 
the Danudc. 

** The fortresses of Akhalzik, Akhalk alaki, 
Poti, and Anapa, in Asia, to be ceded to Russia.

Destavuctive Fine.—The extensive Mills, 
belonging to Anthony Taylor, Esq. situated at 
Hulmeville, Bucks County, were entirely de- 
stroyed by fire on Saturday night last. They con- 
sisted of a Saw mill, large Grist mill, Woollen 
Factory, with sundry out buildings. About five 
hundred bushels of corn were also burnt. The 
machinery of the Woollen Factory wasof a eu- 
perior description, and had been brought to per- 
fection by the very liberal expenditures of ite 
enterprising owner. The Grist mill contained 
three pair of stones, and was the great market 
for much of the grain raised in the neighbour- 
hood, thus affording many facilities to farmers, 
as well as to the village in which it was situa- 
ted. The fire was discovered about ten o'clock, 
raging furiously among the combustible contents 
of the Woollen Factory, but too late to render 
availing any attempts to arrest its progress.— 
The engine from Attleborough, twe miles dis- 
tant, was speedily broaght to the scene of de- 
struction, and being spiritedly worked by the 
ciiizens, was the means of preserving several 
valuable houses and stores in the immediate vi- 
cinity of the mills. Fortunately, the wind was 
in a direction from the bridge across the Nesha- 
mony, or, from its great proximity to the milis, 
this must have shared the same fate.
